In a letter to Sir Roderick Murchisoi 


printed in English journals received 
this morning, the fortunate discovers 
writes:

The "Victoria Nyanza is thc 


great reservoir of the sacred Bahreaei 
Abriad (White Nile.)" 


Sir Roderick Murehison adds: 
"This discovery by Speke and Grant, 


by which the southrnost limit of the 
basin of the Nile is determined to be 
four degrees south of the equator, is 
the most remarkable geographical feat 
of our age, and is indeed, an achieve- 
ment of which all our countrymen may 
well be proud." 


The lake Victoria Nyanza, which 


these l\vo Englishmen have thus ascer- 
tained to be. the true source or head- 
waters of the White Nile, was discov- 
ered by Captain Speke on the 3d of 
August, 1858. 
J le set out with Capt. 


Burton, but left the latter at the Lake 
Tanganyika, and pushed on alone till 
he reached the Victoria. lie reported 
this water to be extensive, the southern 
extremity lying about one hundred and 
fifty miles south of thc equator, and 
the northern reaching at least, a degree 
north of the equator, in longitude 3d 
deg. or 32 deg. 


Capt. Speke returned to 
England 


convinced that this lake he had dis- 
jovered was the true source of the 
White Nile. 
Capt. Burton ridiculed 


the supposition, and it was received 
with doubt by the geographical public. 
Persuaded that he was right, and dc- 
lerminod lo prove it, Speke returned to 
Jie African coast, organized a new ex- 
pedition, and left Zanzibar with it 
September 35th, 1800.

igo, on the llth of April. 1802, they 
were reported in latitude 1 deg. :i') 
niii.
